dered. 
KVIUIB, tlio notorious bandit, 


who Ei'emcd to bear n charmed life, who 
WJIB thought invincible, and who con- 
sidered hiniboK another "man ol dee- 
tiiiv;" l;;is givuii hiniBcIf up williont 
lirin<ra shot or striking a blow for the 
liberty he took such desperate cham-en 
to attain and which lie represented to 
ho dearer to him than life. 


The surrender took place at 10.40 


o'clock yesterday morning tit Kvans' 
old home in Visalia, which haa lately 
been OL-cupicd by ,J. V. Jlri^hton and 
wjfe, who have been taking earo o( the 
bandit's children. 
Kvana had come 


down from the nioiintaiiiH to ace the 
children and was accompanied by Kd 
Worrell, his liberator and partner for 
the past two muntliB. Morrell also Bur- 
rendered. 


TUB SEWS IN 1'ltKKXO. 


The news of the surrender was posted 


on Tin: KJTUIIUCAN bulletin board and 
spread rapidly throughout the city. It 
caused intense excitement us well HH 
surprise, and many p?np!c immediately 
iiiiii|H>iI at tli« conclusion Unit tho dus- 
pur.ului.-ia had uiinu down 
from the 


mountains on purpose lojjivelhcmeclveH 


Knowing the feeling that existed in 


Vif-alia against Kvana it was expected 
that he would lie lynched by the people 
lher«. nnil further newa of Uiu uuiidil 
\\-iit- awaited with eagerness, but none 
of the kind expected came. 


There was general satisfaction at the 


inyloi ioiie ending of the career of tiie 
bandit and because no blood had been 
spilt in his capture. Even the few who 
were deceived by hie rhodomontadca 
into betieviiiK him a man of courage 
were disgusted at the tame ending of 
this act of the drama of "Kvana and 
Morrell" and a word of pity could no- 
\vlierc be beard. 


TIHilli AHHIVAI. IX VISALIA. 


The accounts as to when Evans and 


Morrell arrived in Visalia differ. One 
has it that tbpv came tin-re as early as 
last Friday night at about S o'clock, 
while another suya it was Sunday night. 
Whichever IH right, Sheriff Kay learned 
nf their arrival Sunday and immediately 
had the house watched by a large num- 
ber of armed men. 
Whore the ofliccrs got the information 


is not delinitcly known either. Some 
reports have it that one of Evans' chil- 
dren tolil a neighbor that his father was 
home, while others state that the au- 
thorities have been expecting a visit 
from the bandit for some time and kept 
u close watch on the house. 


The Yisiihans became aware of the 


presence of the desperadoes about 7 
o'clock yesterday morning and there 
wore soon hundreds of them in the 
vicinitv of Kvans's house. Every avail- 
able place that would serve as a point of 
observation was soon occupied. Ihey 
expected to sec a bloody fight and forgot 
the danger they themselves would be in 
should one occur. 


A I'AIU.HY. 


About 0.30 o'clock Sheriff Kay sent 


W. 10. Beeson with a flag of truce up to 
the house for tho purpose of demanding 
the surrender of Kvans and Morrell, or 
i f they refused, lo ask the desperadoes 
lo let the- children and women leave the 
house before the oMicers tried to carry it 
by assault. 
,

Beeson no sooner got to the door than 


it was opened and bo was seized by the 
arm and draped inside. Nearly half 
an hour elapsed and llccBon failed to 
return. .At the expiration of that, time 
.locv, one of Kvans' boys, came out of 
Ihc'door with a message for Sheriff Kay. 
It was as follows: 


"Sheriff Kav:— Come to the house 


without nuns and yon will not he 
harmed. 1 want to talk with you. 


"Ciiuis KVASK." 


Kav wrote an answer, which UK: boy 


took im.-k to his father, and returned n 
few minutes later with another note 
from Kvans, which read as follows: 


"Shuriff Kay: Send tho crowd awny

You arc the sheriff of the county 
ami T will make terms with yon but no 
one else. I will step out on the pore 
when vou come to the tfatc.

Evans was Been by newspaper 
re )reBcntatives at the jail, but was not 
in a very communicative mood. Ho 
c aims he could several timcH have 
killed some of the officers who pursued 
lim, but refrained from doing so be- 
cause ho felt friendly to them and did 
not want to kill thorn unless he was 
driven to it. 


wuv DID in; uo IT? 


Considerable speculation is being in- 


dulged in as to the reasons that induced 
Evans to surrender. It is the general 
opin on that, pressed the way they 
were by the posse, Evans and JMorrell 
ound their liberty anything but sweet 
to them, and concluded to give them- 
selves up. 


This decided upon, the next question 


was probably "to whom shall we sur- 
reni'er?" Angry at the vigorous and 
unflagging 
pursuit 
of 
Sheriff Hcott 


w lich reduced them to such extremities 
they probably decided to surrender to 
the Yiealia authorities to spite the 
Jf'resuo officers. 


The small caliber of Evans' courage 


must now be apparent to everyone, and 
there will very likely be no more heard 
ol his daring, recklessness and disregard 
of his life. He had the chance to make 
good his boast that he would rather die 
t lau surrender, but he refused to avail 
limsclf of it. He preferred to risk his 
life again in court to risking it in an en- 
counter with determined men. 


I'HKl'AIUM; FOlt EVANS. 


Shortly after the news of Evans' sur- 


rent er was received here yesterday Sher- 
iff Scott had Jailers Mcrrilt and Man- 
ey and Deputy Sheriff Stevens give the 
jtii u thorough inspection. The ofltcjrs 
examined every cell and nook 
and 


searched 
the 
prisoners thoroughly. 


They found no arms or jail breaking im- 
plements, however. 


Evnna and Morrcll will, upon their 


arrival at the jail here, be put in the 
tanks, where Evans was before, but 
each will occupy a separate cell and each 
will bo heavily nhacklcd band and foot. 


Judge Harris yesterday set - o'clock 


this afternoon aa the time for Evans' 
Beutcnce. H ia extremely unlikely that 
anything will prevent sentence from be- 
ing pronounced and in that CIIBO Kvans 
will In taken to San Quentin on the Orel 
train leaving this city. 


Sheriff Scott left for Yisnlia on the 


tra n last evening to bring back Evans 
and Morrcll. He was accompanied by 
Deputy Sheriff Timtuhis and Deputy 
Constable Angel. The sheriff expected 
to find gome of the poasc who have- been 
lu u ting Evans nud Morrell in Yisalhi. 
1 In a black aiitchol Sheriff Scott carried 
a fltu» Oregon hoot, Uiu only one in Inn 
xisscssion, and therefore highly prized, 
t a expected to lit one of Evans' Ii'gfl 
very snuglv.

EXCITEMENT IN VISALIA. 


How Sheriff Scott Spirited Away 


the Outlaws. 


Special toTlie Republican. 


YIHAI.IA, February 11). — The excite- 


ment over the surrender of Kvana and 
Morrcll has been intense all day and 
feeling has run BO high that the ollicials 
mvo been apprehensive of an attempt 
at Ivnching. 


The discovery that Evans had brut- 


ally abuBcd iftul beaten Mrs. Brighton 
only intensified the- feeling against him 
ami the officers at tho jail took precau- 
tion lo guard against the populace tak- 
ing the law into their own hands. 


The people stood about tho streets 


and public places in crowds and dis- 
cussed lynching frcelv, and it was evi- 
dent that, with a determined lender, 
they were in humor to storm the jail. 


KlimilFF SCOTT'S ItKCElTIOX. 


Sheriff Scott, accompanied \)y Deputy 


L. P. Timmins and Constable Con 
Angel, arrived about S o'clock and were 
met nt the depot by about 400 men, who 
c icercd them heartily as some of the 
men who had given Kvans and Jlorrcl! 
such a hot chase and finally forced them 
to take to the plains, completely worn 
out and dispirited. 


Sheriff Scott saw at once that the 


t-mper of the crowd was such that il 
could not he trusted and nt once lai< 
; 


plans to get tho outlaws away without 
giving the excited crowd an opportunity 
of getting them away from him, for he 
saw that they were determined to lynch 
them if possible. 


Sl'MUTKU AWAY. 


Scott after conferring with 
Sherifl 


Kay gave itoul that he would take the 
>risonura north tomorrow morning and 
then went to the holel. While Timmins 
and Aiijjfl were loitering about the ho- 
tel. Scott went out a back way and met 
H icriff Kay's men, who had recently re- 
moved the outlaws from jail and toufc 
them across country in a conveyance.

The Facts of the Surrender Briefly 


Stated. 


VsKHjialeil I'rc.s.'i Report. 


VISAMA, February 19.— Chris Evans, 


.rain robber and outlaw, who escaped 
rom the Fresno jail a month ago, ia 
again in custody. It waa discovered 
ast night that he had come into Yisalin 
rom the mountains with his partner, 
Sdirard Morrell, who assisted him to 
escape from the Fresno jail, and that 
,hc two men were hidden in Evans' 
louse here. 
Olliccrs surrounded the 


louse early this morning and a few hours 
liter practically all the inhabitants of 
own were present. 


Evans recognized the fact that escape 


vas impossible and after brief iiegotiu- 
lons wilh Sheriff Kay of this county be 
ind Morrell surrendered. 
Evans and 


Alorrell arrived in town Saturday nighf- 
on foot, having left their horse and cart 
ied lo the fence at the ranch of Elmih 
'crkiug, near Stone Corral. 
Sheriff 


vay was informed they were here yes- 
erduy and the house WHB guarded by a 
arge armed posse all night. 


United 
States 
Marshal 
Card 
is 


:rcditcd with working up the matter, 
taving in bis employ a man named 
Irichton, who cared for Evans* house 
md children. Brighton was formerly a 
lepuly marshal in Arizona. Gard ar- 
rived here at il o'clock this morning and 
inmcdiately he and Kay eel to work to 
capture the desperadoes. When Evans 
law the house was entirely surrounded 
le opened negotiations with Kay lo sur- 
•cnder, Kvans' eon carrying the corres- 
londcnce. Evans agreed to come out if 
Kay would disperse the crowd. Mrs. 
llvrd, Evans* mother-in-law, Bays he is 
cra/.y. Laat night he threatened to kill 
lis brother-in-law, George liyrd, and 
was only prevented by tho old lady slep- 
|iing between them. Mrs. Byrd Bays 
she would have come out of the house 
,his morning, only she was afraid Kvans 
would kill her as be threatened to dr. 
Previous to their surrender a young 
mini named lleeson was employed by 
Lhc sheriff lo take a note to Evans. 
Evans said to him when he entered, 
"ain't you taking great chances? Now 
you take these pistole and walk out 
ahead of ua, when wo get ready to go." 


Hecaon was badly frightened. When 


Kvnim saw the arini'd men around the 
liotiae and waa notified that Brighton 
had not returned lo the house, he at- 
tacked Mm. Brighton, knocking her 
down and kicking her, telling her to go 
to bed and stay there. He was only 
prevented ' from 
killing the woman 


through the 
intervention of Morrell, 


who commanded him to desist. Tlio 
woman was btully injured and was in 
spasms 
for 
JIHHJ-S. 
She was badly 


bruised where kicked. 
Last i-vcning 


Kvans told Mrs. Byrd that he would 
never be taken alive when she remind- 
ed him that he was taking great chances 
in coming here. 
Kvuns nbused the 


llynl family generally, and said that 
George gave away the met that ho was 
going to escape from tho Fresno jail and 
caused him to bo locked in a dark cell, 
that I'erry Uyrd had assisted in hunting 
him, 
and that the Byrds were n Hock of 


himjirds. 


Kvans and Morrcll at the time of their 


surrender had two Winchester rifles, ft 
pistol and forty-four cartridges. Evnne 
gave a handful) of cartridges to Marshal 
Gard. taking them out of his pocket. 
Marshal Gard enya tho man arrested 
with Evans is Eu Martin, known here 
as Morrcll, and that h« formerly ran a 
merry-go-round with Fredericks, who ia 
accused of killing Sheriff Paaco of Ne- 
vada county, that Morrell assisted in 
stealing anna from a saloon in this city 
and that Fredericks took them to Folsom 
prison for George .Son tag. Tho bandits 
are worn out. The oll'icers have kep! 
them traveling and they had to (ind 
some place to rest, and they took that 
chance here. Tlio citixcnB are very in- 
dignant at Kvans' treatment of Mrs. 
Brighton. If the prisoners are not re- 
moved before morniiig they may be 
lynched. 


S. J. Hinds, Kvans' attorney at Fresno, 


came here Saturday, and his movements 
were watched. Mrs. Kvans wns expect- 
ed here in a day or two by the oll'icers. 
The ollici'rs are reticent as to the dis- 
posal of Kvans at preeent, but it is sup- 
posed that he will be spirited to Fresno 
tonight, where he will receive immedi- 
ate sentence on his conviction and then 
be hurried to tho state prison. Evans 
refuses to be interviewed, and abused 
the press representative today. To all 
inquiries he simply says: "I'm happy 
as a clam." Morrell is more talkative 
and lells his story of the recent en- 
counter at Slick Kock. 


THE VIGILANTES DISTANCED 


Evans and Morrell Brought Across 


Country. 


Sheriff Kay and Deputy George Witty 


of Tulare and Sheriff Scott arrived at, the 
jail at l.tlO o'clock this morning with 
IS vans and Morrell in charge. Chris 
knocked at the wicket and called out to 
Jailer Ben Merritt: "I want home.' 
The door was opened and the two 
stalked in, escorted by the olliccrs 
Kvans had on an Oregon boot and Mor- 
rell wns handcuffed. 


They were allowed to warm them- 


selves at the lire n few minutes ant 
Evans made u few remarks about the 
weather. lie was not nt all depressed 
but did not seem inclined to talk much. 
Jle said nothing concerning himself.

The decision in the CASC of Miss M. D. 


Esldeman against G. H. Mailer et al., 
written by Justice Guroiitte and con- 
curred in by Justices Patterson and Har- 
rison of department 1 of tho supremo 
court, appears at length in last Friday's 
issue of California Decisions. 


The contest ia over the title to 2.88
